MAN'S BODY FOUND IN 
THE SEA

An inguest, was held at the Dublin Morgue 
yesterday by the City Coroner (Dr. D. A. Mac- 
Erlean) and a-.jury on the body of John 
Poynton (65), of Tallaght, County Dublin, 
which was taken from the water at the Bull 
Lighthouse, off Dollymount, Dublin, on Satur- 
day last. 

The body was identified by Mr. Joseph 
Larkin, Balbriggan, a nephew, who stated 
that Poynton had retired from the wine 
business some time ago. ; 

It was stated that Poynton had been for 
some time a patient in a Dublin hospital. 

Mr. A. Yule, Clontarf, described the find- 
ing of the body while sailing near the light- 
house. He was unable to get to the wed 
and called Mr. D. Appleyard, of Hollybroo 
Park, who was cruising near in a motor boat, 

Mr. Appleyard said that he was unable to 
get the body into the boat, so he towed it 
to the shore. 

Dr. J. P. Shanley said that death was due 
to drowning, and added that the man had 
had heart disease, and it was possible that he 
had taken a sudden seizure. 

The jury found in accordance with Dr. 
Shanley’s evidence and added their sympathy 
with the relatives of the deceased man. 

Mr. B. Tynan O’Mahoney, barrister-at- 
law (instructed by Mr. G. M. O’Brien, solici- 
tor), appeared for the next-of-kin. | 


FOUND DEAD IN A PARK 


. That death was due to the effects of lysol, 
self-administered while temporarily insane, 
was the verdict of a jury in the Morgue, 
Dublin, yesterday, at the inquest on the body 
of Leo Keegan (38), who had been residing 
at 30 Windsor avenue, Dublin. 

Guard T. Aherne, Clontarf, said that he 
had found the man on a seat in Fairview 
Park on Sunday morning last. Near him he 
found a glass and a bottle marked poison. 
He sent for a docto-, who found that the 


man was dead 

Sergeant Mulligan said that he had searched 
the clothing on the dead man and had found 
a small bottle in a pccket, The bottle was 
marked ‘“‘lysol’’ and “ poison.” 

Gerald Gray said that he had worked with 
Keegan, who was a clerk employed by Mr. 
Conion, South William street. Keegan had 
been dismissed, and the witness believed that 
Mr. Conlon did not intend te take him back. 
bé had seen Keegan on Saturday morning 
ast. 

Miss Margaret Gill, of 30 Windsor avenue, 
with whom Keegan had been lodging, said 
that he had been drinking for some time up. 
to a week ago, after which he had been sober. 
He had left the house, apparently normal, on 
Saturday early. 

The Coroner said that similar cases fre- 
quently happened, and it was their duty to] 
bring the matter to the notice of the authori- 
ties, so that measures could be taken to 
prevent such occurrences. |

A BELFAST ARGUMENT 


HARBOUR POLICEMAN 
FOR TRIAL

James Ewart gave evidence that Russell 
‘threatened to shoot everyone in the house,” 
and he and his wife went into the backyard 
“lest he should fire.” 

In reply to the charge; Russell said: “I 
will say nothing.”’

Swedish Trade 


Hambros Bank report from Stockholm is 
as follows :—'‘‘ Svensk Travarutidning “” says 
that one consequence of the recent reduction 
im the ath of Russian timber in Great 
Britain has been that business in Swedish 
and Finnish goods in that country has been 
considerably reduced. As long as the Russian 
sales continue, there is nothing to do but 
to wait and see how the situation develops. 
Business with the continent is stagnant. 
Importers there have adopied a waiting 
attitude since the prices of Russian wood in 
England were reduced. Up to 15th August, 
sales from Sweden amounted to about 615,000 
standards. Sales of chemical pulp during the 
first fortnight of August have been about 
normal for the season, says “ Svensk Pap- 
persmassetidning.’” There is, however, 
reason to suppose that the beginning of the 
holiday period will be accompanied by a 
reduced turnover. In any case. sales of sul- 
phate pulp for shipment án 1935 and before 
the end of the shipping season cannot hé very 
large, as only a few tens of thousand tons 
are unsold. Priee quotations are still the 
same as before. ““ Svensk Pappersmassetid- 
ning ” says that, as far as the export market 
for paper is concerned, a quiet period has 
undoubtedly now been entered. ‘This, how- 
ever, is certainly mostly due to the normal 
effect of the holiday period. On the whole, 
the summer calm came later than expected, 
and right up to the middle of July the 
market was decidedly active. Most of the 
mills are well provided with orders for 
several weeks’ ahead, and can look forward 
undisturbed to the autumn season, 


Rising Steel Exports : 


. Although August is usually quiet from a 
trading viewpoint, the expansion in the 
British iron and steel trade continues on 
steady lines. Statistics of exports of iron 
and steel from Middlesbrough last month 
show that 50.028 tons were shipped, the 
largest monthly total since April last. The 
expansion has been largely due to an increase 
in overseas exports of manufactured steel, 
which amount ta 27,391 tons, compared with 
26,647 tons in July and only 15,161 tons in 
June. Pig-iron shipments, both to Scotland 
and to foreign ports, also increased, notwith- 
standing the suspension of Italian trade. The 
aggregate clearances of ptr for August 
were 9,400 tons, compared with 7,606 tons in 
July.

Limited Funds for French Tourists 


The French hotel industry and other estab- 
lishments catering for tourists are suffering 
severely in consequence of Germany, Italy, 
Poland and other countries having fixed at a 
purely nominal figure the maximum amount 
of money their nationals are allowed to bring 
with them for touring purposes in France. 
The practice, it is claimed, amounts to un- 
friendly discrimination, as no such limita- 
tions are imposed by these countries on those 
of their nationals who visit Britain, while 
much more liberal maximums are fixed for 
tourists bound for many other countries. In 
the circumstances the French Government 
has decided soon to promulgate a decree law 
** of -yeprisal,’’ under which the amount of 
cash which intending French tourists may 
take out with them will be fixed at exactly 
the same amount as the sums which nationals 
of other countries are respectively allowed to 


bring into France, ‘The measure will ob- 


viously have no relation to the French cur- 
rency situation, but is solely designed to pre- 
vent a continuance of what France regards as 
intentionally unfair discrimination. 


French Wheat Boom 


‘Wheat prices are booming in Paris as a re- 
sult of the decree permitting the resumption 
of operations on the Paris wheat market yes- 
terday. Within a few weeks the price of 
the cereal has risen from 50 to 83 francs per 
quintal, and is expected to continue to soar, 
The cause of the boom 1s also partly attri- 
buted to the récent easy credits given to 
farmers who withheld their crops from the 
market. . |

Low Imports of British Steel 


The effect of the agreement between British 
and Continental steelmakers for the limitation 
of steel imports into Great Britain is reflected 
in returns presented at jesterday’s meeting of 
the Tecs Commission at Middlesbrough. 
These showed that only 1,920 tons of iron and 
steel were imported into Teeside during 
August, compared with 5,794 tons in July 
and 6,742 tons in June.

LOTTERIES ILLEGAL

OFFICIAL NOTICE 


In a notice issued by the or “sep sagan of 


Justice the attention of the public is called 
to the fact that, with the exception of the 
jotteries authorised under the Public Hos- 
pitals Act, 1933, and one other statutory ex- 
eption which is of no practical importance, 
all letteries in Saorstat Eireann are illegal. 
[he prohibition extends to any distribution of 
prizes on the basis, wholly or mainly, of 
hanee, even where no entrance fee is 
charged. 

In several recent cases where steps were 
taken to suppress such lotteries the organisers 
professed that they were under the iinpression 
that lotteries for charitable or religious pur- 
poses were not forbidden. ‘They are, of 
course, jorbidden by law, except in the cases 
above mentioned, and it is the intention of 
the Department of Justice to see that the law 
is observed, 

A concession will continue to-be made In 
favour of small lotteries organised for the 
relief of the poor, or for similar charitable 
purposes. ‘Tickets for such simall, lotteries 
may not be sold outside Saorstat Eireann. It 
is emphasised that the object of such a 
lottery must be the relief of the pour, or 
some other purely charitable purpose with 
no profit or personal advantage to the or- 
ganisers. 

No prizes may exceed £30 in value. Where 
Eircom, prizes are offered the second prize 
may not exceed £20, and the third prize may 
not exceed £15. The total value of all prizes 
may not exceed £100. 

Lotteries where the number and value of 
the prizes are not clearly stated in advance, 
or where the prizes depend on the amount 
realised .from the sale of tickets, or where 
the prizes consist of sweepstake tickets, will 
not be tolerated.

WIDOWS' AND ORPHANS' 
PENSIONS 


The Widows’ and Orphans’ Pensions Act is 
now in operation. Under that Act widows 
and orphans of persons who were insured 
under the National Health Insurance Acts, or 
of persons who were the occupiers of small 
farms of £8 valuation or less, become entitled 
to receive pensions. 

Full particulars of the scheme and of the 
method of making claims may be obtained at 
any post office, and a special branch of the 
Department of Local Government has been 
established to deal with claims and to make 
arrangements for payment of pensions. It is 
expected that many thousands of claims will 
be received, but it 1s understood that arrange- 
ments are in hand té deal with them ex- 
neditiously. All persons entitled to claim 
should send in their claim at once in their own 


ment.

They dived from 
about 12,000 feet, at 270 miles per hour, and 
released their bombs at about 1,500 feet over 
a fast, armoured motor-launch which acted 
as target. ‘* When I had completed my dive 
and straightened out,’’ said Commander Wil- 
loughby, “I turned my machine to see where 
my bomb had fallen, and 1 saw Mould’s air- 
craft in a steep dive. It cut straight into 
the water.”

Liffey Current 


Without prejudice to the opinions con- 
cerning the policy of the Dublin Corpora- 
tion which were expressed in these 
columns last Friday—opinions which have 
provoked its heavy wrath—we would 
venture to commend its new attitude 
towards the question of Dublin’s water 
and electricity supply. At last night’s 
meeting Alderman Hubbard Clark moved 
a resolution which undertook to raise the 
necessary capital, inter alia, for a new 
water supply. Furthermore, Mr. J. J. 
Byrne urged a protest against the delay 
of a decision by the Electricity Supply 
Board in regard to the projected 
Poulaphouca scheme. The Corporation 
has been sadly slow to move in this matter, 
but it seems at last to have been convinced 
that new waterworks are a vital necessity, 
and that the Poulaphouca scheme offers 
overwhelming advantages. Can we hope 
that it will maintain the impetus? Last 
week's weather, it is true, has banished 
from most people’s minds any thought of 
drought; but dry summers will come 
again, and the city must be forearmed 
against them. . Even if Dublin should not 
experience again for a hundred years such 
weather as she has enjoyed last summer 
and in 1933, the need of an amplified 
water supply is urgent. The city is 
growing with almost alarming rapidity. 
Every month it draws new citizens from 
the country districts and the smaller 
towns ; are being opened 
up, as the private car and the omnibus 
lure people from the central areas 
to the nearer or farther suburbs. The 
slums, wherein one water tap some- 
times did duty for half a dozen families, 
are being removed, and the dispossessed 
slum dwellers are finding new quarters 
either in houses or in flats, where every 
family possesses taps of its own. All 
these things mean an unprecedented drain 
upon the resources of Roundwood and 
Bohernabreena. 

It iS clear, at all events, that Dublin 
will obtain a new source of water from the 
Liffey. The question that awaits de- 
cision is whether the waterworks scheme 
shall be undertaken by itself or as part 
of a plan for the combined provision of 
water and of electrical current. We have 
shown on many occasions that there ought 
to be no doubt concerning the answer. By 
the construction of comparatively simple 
works in the neighbourhood of Poula- 
phouca it is possible to impound a vast 
quantity of water, a smal portion of 
which will be ample to supply Dublin’s 
needs in the matter of washing and 
drinking—for all practical purposes, for 
ever. The remaining part of the 
impounded water can be used economically 


new areas 


to generate electrical current for the whole 
Dublin region. LKither scheme is good in 
itself: combined, they have impregnable 
arguments in their favour. Irish and 
continental experts have given the com- 
bination their unqualified approval, and 
the Electricity Supply Board’s hesitancy 
is hard to explain. It is admitted that 
the Free States present output of 
electricity is insufficient to meet the 
growing demand. A new supply must be 
obtained somewhere; and to-day the 
direetors are confronted with three choices. 
In the first place, they may leave the 
Shannon to do its present work, and may 
improve and extend the steam generators 
at the Pigeon House, in order to cope 
with the country’s increased needs. 
Clearly, this course is uneconomic; it 
calls for substantial imports of coal, 
though the national policy is to dispense 
with coal in favour of water power. In 
the second place, they may persevere with 
the development of the Shannon, in 
accordance with the original plan. Against 
this choice fights the fact that it is 
disapproved not merely by the bulk of 
engineering opinion in Ireland, but also, 
so far as we may gather, by the con- 
tinental experts who ‘‘fathered”’ the 
Shannon Scheme.

Protests of various degrees of importance 
were made against the production of this 
play on the grounds that it was 
blasphemous, that it constituted an attack 
on the Roman Catholic religion, and that 
generally it was wi at a certain type of 
critic describes as ‘‘ un-Irish.’’ Strangely 
enough, few of the objectors based their 
protests on the undoubted fact that the 
“Silver Tassie ” is rather a dull play. 
After the usual crop of outbursts had 
found its way into the Irish newspapers 
one of the directors of the Abbey Theatre, 
Mr. Brinsley Macnamara, issued a state- 
ment, in the course of which he ranged 
himself on the side of the theatre’s critics. 
This step was all the more remarkable in 
view of the fact that the novel which first 
made Mr. Macnamara’s name, ‘‘ The 
Valley of the Squinting Windows,” also 
had been attacked some years ago with 
furious vehemence on the alleged grounds 
that it represented a travesty of Irish life. 
Nevertheless, Mr. Macnamara made it 
quite clear that he was opposed to the pro- 
duction of the “ Silver Tassie,’”’ largely 
for religious reasons. He attacked Mr. 
Yeats, the Abbey players, and even the 
audience, which, he said, had been show- 
ing a “ wholly uncritical . . almost 
msane admiration for the vulgar and 
worthless plays of Mr. O'Casey.” Coming 
from one of the new directors of the Abbey 
Theatre, from whose efforts so much was 
expected, and who in a short space of time 
actually had done some excellent work, 
Mr. ,Macnainara’s vigorous attack caused 
widespread surprise. It gave rise to much 
uneasiness among the patrons of the 
theatre, inasmuch as it indicated divided 
counsels among the members of the new 
Board, and suggested that there was a 
serious divergence of opinion in matters 
of policy. 


The Board now has issued a state- 


ment repudiating Mr. Macnamara’s 
action, which it describes as “an 
obvious breach of confidence.” It 


is signed by the six remaining direc- 
tors, including the representative of 
the Free State Government on the Board. 
Clearly, a position of much delicacy has 
been created, and everybody must hope 
that the theatre’s interests will not be 
allowed to suffer in any way. It is mani- 
fest that no board of directors could 
continue to do business with any degree of 
efficiency if individual members should be 
allowed to discuss its affairs in the public 
Press, especially in the case of the Abbey 
Theatre, which is being subjected to 
showers of ill-informed abuse from persons 
who seein to have no idea of a national 
theatre’s functions. Opinions differ as to 
the merits of Mr. Sean O’Casey’s work— 
particularly of the “ Silver Tassie ”; and 
Mr. Macnamara’s religious scruples must 
command respect. It is passing strange, 
however, to find him in the same galley as 
those, for example, who refer to the town 
of Galway as “this great Atlantic port,’’ 
and we find it difficult to understand his 
attitude towards the Abbey players, who 
are paid servants of the Board, and have 
no right or power to interfere with the 
plays which they are required to produce. 
We regret deeply that the enlargement of 
the Abbey Theatre’s Board should have led 
to such an unhappy controversy, and trust 
that some way will be found by means of 
which unanimity may be restored. Mr. 
Macnamara is a novelist and a playwright 
of unusual gifts, whose appointment to the 
Abbey Theatre’s Board was welcomed by 
all amateurs of art in this country. His 
action has placed his colleagues in an 
almost. impossible position; but we hope 
that nothing will be left undone, while 
insisting on the supremacy of the Board, 
to retain Mr. Macnamara’s services for 
the theatre.

times. Yet the system of insurance, up 
to the present, has placed ‘one class of 
workers’ at a disadvantage—the youths and 
girls who wish to continue their education 
beyond the school-leaving age. However 
desirable it may be that promising 
students should be allowed to continue 
their studies, many have hesitated to take 
advantage of the chance that is offered to 
them. The boys and girls who go to work 
immediately on reaching the ordinary 
school-leaving age have subsequently a 
better title to unemployment benefit than 
those whose parents prefer them to remain 
at school, and it is a consideration which 
many people cannot afford to disregard. 
The new scheme for the Six Counties, 
however, which comes into operation to 
day, is designed to place matters on a 
better footing. It provides that unem- 
ployment insurance contributions may be 
credited to boys and girls who continue to 
receive full-time education after the 
minimum leaving age—ten contributions 
where the pupil continues at school for a 
further twelve months, fifteen contribu- 
tions for eighteen months, and twenty for 
twenty-four months. These contributions, 
of course, will not mean that unemploy- 
ment benefit will be payable before the 
statutory age of sixteen is reached, but 
after that age they will count for benefit 
purposes as if they had been contributions | 
paid in the ordinary way. The new 
system will be welcomed by many people 
who hitherto have been forced to send 
their children to work at the earliest 
possible opportunity, and to sacrifice any 
advantage that might have been gained by 
keeping them at school for a further 
period. 


THE ABBEY THEATRE

, and I feel that I már 
associate Father Gaffney with my remarks, 
the abolition of the Abbey however it is 
proposed to achieve this), & the withdrawal 
of its subsidy, would be little short of a 
catastrophe. Unless, and until, this nation 
is wholly Gaelic-speaking, the ‘Abbey must 
fulfil mn important function in the artistic 
life of the people. Furthermore, the Abbey, 
with the movement centred upon it, has had 
a surprising amount to do with the actual 
political progress of the Irish nation during 
the last quarter-century or so: this fact has 
been, is, and will be, entirely ignored by 
many short- -sighted antagonists. 

The withdrawal of the subsidy would be a 
severe blow to the theatre, though that 
£1,000 does not go so far as the average lay- 
man supposes. et without it the company 
could scarce continue to exist. 

If, then, the enemies of the theatre visualise 
joyfully a lingering death with an epitaph 
in the bankruptcy court, we beg the directors 
to visualise this, too, with contrary feelings, 
and to take steps to avoid it. 

We have heard it said that “ You cannot 
set bounds to the march of a nation,” and 
there are some who claim the same preroga- 
tive for art. Yet to-day there are those in 
high places who would curb, for humanitarian 
reasons, the march of a cer tain nation because . 
it would wantonly intrude upon the domain 
of another nation.

a spy, and in the other the jeunes filles of 
France were shown as being “ no better than 
they ought to be!’’

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NO BRITISH CAPITAL INVESTED - 


Press AssocraTion FOREIGN SPECIAL. 
DIREDAWA, Monday. 


An unconfirmed report current here 
states that an advance guard of 1,000 
Italian troops and 1,500 native troops have 
crossed the Ethiopian-Eritrean frontier, 
west of Assab, and have entered the 
Danakil country. 

The Danakils are taking to flight, adds 
the report, and are abandoning their 
villages. 

It is pointed out, however, that the 
frontier at this point is not demarcated. 

Meanwhile the situation along the 
Djibouti-Addis Ababa Railway has changed 
ereatly since a month ago, when everything 
was comparatively calm. The Ethiopians 
now are seriously preparing to defend their 
territory against Italian aggression, which 
is expected in the course of the next few 
weeks. A detachment of the Im erial 
Guard, several thousands strong, is due to 
arrive here this week end in order to 
defend the railway station. 

Rolling stock is being transferred from 
Diredawa to Addis Ababa and Djibouti, as 

Diredawa is not far from Assab (in 
Eritrea), and is, therefore, more vulner- 
able to Italian air attacks. Gangs of 
labourers are engaged in building a loop 
line around the Awash railway bridge in 
case Italian 'planes destroy it. 


TROOP MOVEMENTS 


About 25,000 regular troops, with more 
than double that number of irregular 
levies, are being rushed from the Harrar 
neighbourhood towards Ogaden. Work, 
with a view to equipping irregular levies, 
is proceeding apace, but in Many cases 
only twenty rounds of rifle ammunition per 
man is being issued owing to the shortage 
of munitions. 


ADDIS ABABA, Monday. 


While Ethiopian circles in touch with 
the Emperor are exultant over the oil con- 
cession deal, the reactrons of Italy to this 
move are being watched with the closest 
attention. Count Vinci, the Italian 
Minister here, visited the Foreign Office 
this morning, but he personally informed 
the Press Association that he had not re- 
ceived any instructions from Kome to pro- 
test against the concession. It is 
gathered, however, that the Italians are 
much impressed by the boundaries of the 
concessicn. It is felt that these boun- 
daries have a certain strategical im- 
portance not wholly connected with the 
oil and mineral deposits. ' 


ETHIOPIAN’S VIEW 


In Ethiopiam circles it is understood 
that the concession is owned by the Stan- 
dard Oil Company of New Jemey. (Mr. 
W. S: Farish, chairman of the Standard 
Oil Company of New Jersey, on Saturday 
denied the existence of any affiliation be: 
tween his company and the African Ex- 
ploration and. Development Corporation. ) 

Ethiopians consider that the concession 
possesses two advantages :— 

1—The American corporation has agreed 

to advance a large sum—believed to 
le one million dollars (£200,000)— 
immediately to the Ethiopian Govern- 
ment. | 

2—The concession will mean that, 

should the Italians invade Ethiopia, 
they will not be able to exploit the 
oil or mineral riches within the 
boundaries of the concession. 

The immediate sum of a million dollars 
will, of course, be employed for the pur- 
chase of arms and munitions, and it is: 


interests in Ethiopia,might be endangered 
if Japan obtained important economic 
concessions in return for the sale of uiun)- 
tions of war to Ethiopia. 

Negotiations for the concession were 
carried on with the utmost secrecy, it 
being alleged that Mr. Rickett posed here 
at the time as a representative of Egyptian 
interests. The attitude adopted by the 
Italian Legation is one of expectancy, and 
it is thought that Italy may attempt to 
contest the validity of the concession. 

It is, however, difficult to see on what 
grounds an Italian protest could be based 
in view of the fact that the United States 
is not a signatory to the tripartite agree- 
ment of 1906. 

Mr. Colson, the American financial 
adviser to the Emperor, states that no 
secret protocol is attached to the oil con- 
cession agreement. He also denies that 
the concessionary company have agreed to 
pay a large advance to the Ethiopian 
Government. There is, nevertheless, 
a. strong impression here that some 
kind of secret understanding may have 
accompaniel the agreement. Those circles 
which believe this ask why the negotiations 
were conducted in such deadly secrecy 
unless both the concessionary company 
and Ethiophian Government have some- 
thing to hide. 


MR. EDEN IN PARIS 


TALKS WITH M. LAVAL 
PARIS, Monday. 


Mr. Anthóny Eden arrived in Paris by 
air to-day on his way to Geneva, and this. 
evening had a conversation lasting an 
hour and a quarter with M, Laval, the 
French Premier, at the Quai d'Orsay. Mr. 
Eden arrived to see M. Laval on the 
stroke of five, accompanied by Sir George. 
Clerk, the British Ambassador ; Sir Robert 
Vansittart, Permanent Under-Sccretary 
of the Foreign Office (who arrived froin 
Aix-les-Bains last night), and Mr. Wil- 
liam Strang, adviser on League of Nations 
affairs. :

The subject of the conversation was 
defined in French quarters as an examina- 
tion of the different aspects of procedure 
before the League Council, and the presen- 
tation of á report on the tripartite con- 
versations conference in Paris.

At the meeting Mr. Eden gave M. Laval 
a full explanation of the British attitude 
to the Rickett concession.

It was first heard of 
through the Press, and the Government 
would give it no support. 

It is understood that M. Laval was satis- 
fied with this explanation. As was stated 
in British quarters this evening, ‘‘the posi- 
tion is well understood on both sides.’’

COMMENTS ON DUBLIN 
PROCEDURE 


From Our CORRESPONDENT, 
FLEETWOOD, Monday. 


Strong comments on the procedure 
adopted by the Irish Free State authorities 
at the inquest at Dublin on Friday were 
made at Fleetwood, Lancashire, to-day by 
the District Coroner (Colonel M. Parker), 
when an inquest was held on Joseph 
Robert Scott, aged 54, single, of Aven 
Green, Fleetwood, who whilst at sea in the 
Fleetwood steam trawler Hibernia had his 
neck broken in an accident. . 
The trawler was fishing thirty miles off 
the coast of the Irish Free State at three 
o'clock on Friday morning, when, as a 
net was being sl.ot, part of the gear struck 
Scott on the back of the neck, and Skipper 
William Evans decided to make for Dublin 
as the nearest port. 


SKIPPER’S EVIDENCE 


Giving evidence to-day, Evans said that 
immediately after the accident the gear 
was hauled in, and on arrival at Dublin 
he reported the accident to the police. 
Under police instructions the body was re- 
moved to the Morgue. The inquest was 
held later on Friday, but he was not in- 
formed of the verdict. 
Colonel Parker—You did not get the 
burial or removal order? 
Witness—No; I only got a document 
from the Dublin City Coroner. 
The Coroner, having read the document, 
said: “This only releases the sl.ip.’”’ 
Douglas Watts, deck hand, of Ash. 
street, Fleetwood, said that he was not 
informed of the verdict. 


DIFFERENT WAYS 


Colonel Parker said that they appa- 
rently had different ways of doing things 
in the Irish Free State, ‘‘ If this man,” 
he said, ‘‘ had been an Irishman and had 
been landed I would have held an inquest 
and I should have made out a removal 
order authorising the body to be taken out 
of the kingdom.” 

He said: “I would have given all 
details as to the cause of death, so that 
they could have him taken home and 
interred. Through the way the Dublin 
inquest was held, and owing to the lack 
of documents, there was no option but to 
hold another inquest here. All T had 
reported to me was the landing of the 
cofin by the ship. The coffin was sealed, 
and I was told the contents were the body 
of the person. I was told an inquest had 
been held in Dublin, but I do not know 
the result. Consequently, ‘ e relatives 
had no burial order, and they could not 
certify death to the Registrar of Deaths, 
so the body could not be buried. 


THE VERDICT 


In fact, I did not know whether there 
was a body in the coffin at all until it was 
opened. I have not had a post-mortem 
examination because the body has already 
been interfered with on the other side.” 
Without retiring the jury returned a 
verdict of “ Accidental death.”’

A HEALTHIER 
NATION 


The Times, in a leading article to-day 
on the annual report of the Ministry of 
Health, says:—There is no Government 
department which touches the life of the 
people so intimately, and at so many 
points, as the Ministry of Health, and its 
annual report is always an interesting 
document. The latest issue, covering the 
year ended March 31, 1935, is made even 
more valuable than usual by a Jubilee 
year survey of the progress in health and 
the social services during the King’s 
reign. Small variations from year to year 
go unnoticed; only trained statisticians 
may see the significance of a change in the 
second decimal place. But such changes 
are cumulative, and over a quarter of a 
century they make themselves apparent 
even to the least discerning intelligence. 
A broad survey of this kind would 
always be welcomed from the Ministry of 
Health, because changes in environmental 
conditions make themselves felt only 
slowly in the people’s physique. Not until 
the next generation, for example, will the 
full benefit of the present slum clearance 
campaign be felt. That is why the 
Ministry of Health is, with the Board of 
Education, one of the most satisfactory 
governmental posts for a man with vision, 
high ideals and devotion to his task, and 
there is every reason to place the present 
Minister and his permanent officials in 
that category. Here the sure foundations 
of the nation’s future greatness aro laid. 
But there are two other reasons which 
give a special interest to Sir Kingsley 
Wood’s survey. The King’s reign has 
coincided almost exactly with the develop- 
ment of the health and social services in 
this country. When King George came 
to the Throne virtually the only social 
servicves were a harsh and oppressive poor 
law, and the new old age pension scheme. 
In the twenty-five years of his reign has 
been reared a structure so huge in its pro- 
portions as to be the greatest test of the 
country’s financial solidity, and the best 
witness of its moral soundness. A second 
reason is, the approaching retirement of 
Sir Arthur Robinson, who has" been 
Permanent. Secretary since the Ministry 
was formed sixteen years ago to take over 
the functions of the National Health 
Insurance Commissioners and the Loca! 
Government Board. He has served under 
nine Ministers of Health, and there is not 
one of them who would not testify to his 
outstanding work, and wish him the best 
of rewards in his years of retirement— 
that of seeing in the nation’s improved 
health the fruit of his labours,
